WH OFFICIAL ROMAN. CATHOLIC ACCOUNT. 


In Wednesday's Eeho de Chine appeared a 
long account of the cvents leading up to the 
recent murders at Nanchang, and we'now learn 
that this is the official report made by the 
Roman: Catholic Bishop to the, French 
authorities. . It is ton long to be reproduced in 
extenso, but we subjoin a precis. : 
, At the outset it is explained that the late 
sub-prefect Chiang was seriously compromised 
ou the occasion of, the troubles at Sinchang, 
the arrangement made in regard to which he 
had. failed to carry out, by, relensing ‘the chiefs 
of the yuilty parties, and. by promising, on his 
honour, immunity to two of these accused, who 
had enme to Nanchang. This had becn made 
the subject of complaint by the Mission to the 
French Consulate at Shanghai and also to the 
Legation at Peking. The sub-perfect had since 
endeavoured to extticate himself, without losing 
countenance with his superiors. a 
On the: 17th of February he asked Mr, 
Lacruche to invite him to dinner at the Mission” 
on the 22nd of that month to discuss this affair. 
1: would be more easy, he said, to talk quietly 
at the Missign, and he. would only bring two 
secretaries with him. On the 18th of February. 
the sub-prefect sent, presents and his card to 
the Mission, and announced that he would visit 
himself the next. day. Mr. Lacruche thought. 
he had been mistaken possibly as to the day 
the sub-prefect wished to dine, and prepared to 
receive him next day, bul when Chiang arrived 
be refused. to slop, and said it was the 24nd 
that he had arranged to dine at the Mission.
